In the interest of economy of time and to avoid misunderstandings, we request 
a careful observance of the suggestions which follow: — 

1 Give number of radiators. 

2 Give number of sections. 

3. Give height required. 

4. Give name of model (1. 2, 3 or 4 column). 

5. Always state whether for steam or water. 

6. If for steam, specify whether for one or two pipe system. 

7. If for vapor or vacuum work so specify, giving name of system. 

8. Give size of tappings. If eccentric bushings are required, so specify. 

9. Always state whether legs or adjustable wall brackets are required. If 
legs, give distance from floor to center of tappings. 

10. In ordering radiators, keep as close as possible to regular goods; special 
tappings and shapes frequently cause delay. 

11. For convenience in handling, customers should as far as possible, avoid 
ordering radiators over 50 sections in length. Radiators of a greater number of 
sections are liable to be strained or damaged in transportation. 

12. In ordering curved or corner radiators, specify exact radius or angle of 
the base-board at floor within which the radiator is to be placed, and show by 
sketch which end of radiator is for supply connection and which for return, as 
you face inside of curve or angle. 

13. All correspondence in relation to orders and shipments should be ad- 
dressed to the Branch with which order is placed, and not to the factory. 

14. Arrange orders after following form (quantity of these printed forms 
will be promptly mailed to customers on application) and be sure to sign your 
orders.
